IGNORANT OF HlfttOKY. 


A prominent Republican remarked 


to a JOUBNAL scribe the other day that 
MoKinler'i defeat in 1900 mas impos- 
sible. He gave a» hu reason that in 
the hiitorj of tbe United States no 
war President had eyer failed to sac- 
cMd hlmstlf. He 'probably derired 
fall tnliinformaUon from lome Repub- 
lican paper, as we hare noticed the 
aame misatatement in several of them, 
whose editors were evidently as ignor- 
ant of the history of their country as 
of the proper method of governing it. 


Tbe Mexican war was inaugurated 


and conducted to a successful close 
under the administration of James K. 
Polk, a Democratic President. The 
Whig P«t7, which at that time-was 
tbe only national political organiza- 
tion in opposition to the Democracy, 
was most radically opposed to the war. 
So radical was its opposition that 
many prominent members and states- 
men did not hesitate to declare that 
their sympathies were with the Mexi 
oans, or the hope that the "Invaders" 
would be driven back like eheep oat ol 
their territory.' One of tbe most 
prominent of the Whig leaders ex- 
pressed from his seat in tbe United 
States Senate the hop* that the Amer 
lean army would be welcomed in Hex 
too with bloody bands to hospitable 
graves. 


But, notwithstanding the home op 


position and all possible obstruction 
mad* by tbe Whig members of Con 
gross, the war was vigorously prose 
ootedand victory as speedily acoom 
plished. The result was tbe aoqaisi 
tlon of nearly all of the United States 
present domain west of the Rocky 
mountains, In addition to Texas, whiel 
had declared her independence and 
freedom from Mexican rule. 


In 1848, General Zachary laylor, wh 


with General Scott led the forces in 
the war, which wae so violently an 
treasonably denounced by the Whigs 
was nominated by that party for Free: 
dent and elected over Lewis Case, th 
Democratic nominee, and who was, 
we believe, Folk's Secretary of Stat 
and bis principal adviser during th 
progress of the war. Taylor lived bn 
a few months after his inauguration 
In 1862 the Whigs again tried the ex 
periment by nominating General Soot 
who had been first in command in tb 
"wicked" war but he was most inglor 
onsly defeated by Franklin Piero 
who until nominated was soaroel 
known eutside of his native Scat* o 
New Hampshire. 


There were no embalmed beef o 


other noandals attending the wa 
under President Folk's administration 
nor anything else which would tend t 
weaken him as a candidate. He d 
olined to permit his name to go befor 
the people, so as second choice, tb 
Democrats nominated bis chief polit 
•al friand and adviser to represent tb 
party which had so successfully coil 
dnota4 tbe war and added so greatl 
to the territorial poisesiens of ou 
nation. If he had accepted tbe nom 
ination, Mr. Folk would unquestion 
ably have been defeated as was tb 
chief representative of bis adminietra 
tlon, although not an act could b 
truthfully charged against It, like tb 
mildest of the hundreds that have bee 
proven agaenst MoKinley's oabine 
factotum, Alger and bis fellow robbers 
Eagan and others who conspired t 
starve and poison our soldiers to pn 
moasy In their own pockets. 


If our Republican friende depen 


upon snob precedents, aa tbe one men 
tioned, they are indeed grasping at 
straw, or rather a shadow of a straw 


for, 
if our recollections of hiitor; 


serves us correctly, Washington am 
Lincoln were tbe only war president 
that ever succeeded themselves. 


MONUMENTAL GALL. 


In 1896 Bryan received a little eve 


6,800,000 popular votes, while his so- 
called Democratic opponent received 
trifle over 130,000. Now the cbie 
representative of tbe 130,000, Perry 
Belmoat, claims tbe right of bis squad 
to rale tb* six and a half millions 
which constituted the Democrat! 
army at the last Presidential election 
Perhaps Mr. Belmont thinks be IB a 
Democrat If so he hat certainly for 
gotten the first cardinal principle o: 
tbe party—which It, that, the majority 
•hall rule. He and his little faction 
bolted the Democratic National Con 
ventioa in 1896, and opened a little 
political bucket shop of their own, 
with 


the prospective capital of 180,000 votes 
His little guerilla band fought as a Re 
publican contingent, the regular Dem 
acratio ticket until tbe last ballot was 
east en the day of election. 


The bolters claimed that the minor 


ity, aftd not the majority of the Demo- 
cratic National Convention, repre- 
seted the majority of the Democratic 
mattes, and based their opposition 
upon the proposition that about one- 
eightk of the members knew tbe senti- 
ments of the people better than the 
other seven-eights of chosen represen- 
tatives knew them. Tbe result of the 
election ought to have opened their 
eyes to their mistake, but it appears 
that it didn't. Belmont still claims 
that bis 180,000 knew mote than the 
6,600,000, and that a preponderance ol 
knowledge ought to control and dic- 
tate tbe majority of votes. It isn't even 
a case of the tail wagging tbe dog, but 
a hair on the tip of the caudal append' 


"kge wagging both the tail and the 


canine. Mr. Belmont can preside at 
the Un-dollar-a-plate banquet, sur- 
rounded by hie alleged intellectual 


jajoriiy, while Mr. Bryan will oonsti 
ite the central Bxure at tha dollar-a- 
ead feed, In company that repiesents 
le voting majority by the ratio of a 
ood deal more thah 1*5 to 1.
